Although his speeches were edited for publication, some of their indi- 
vidual characteristics of phrase and form were obviously intended for oral rather than 
written expression. It is believed, therefore, that, by restricting those selections to 
those compositions actually produced for the reading public, the best and most 
typical examples of Macaulay's literary work have been included.
